& Glasgow, Consulting Gas Engineers, of New York, has 
been elected to succeed Dr. Henry Morton, who died on 
May 9, as President of the Stevens Institute of Tech- 
nology. Mr. Humphreys is one of the leading gas engi- 
neers of this country, and a graduate of the Institute. 
He was born in Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1851, and came 
to this country when about eight years of age. At 20 
he was made Secretary of the Bayonne & Greenville 
Gas Co., and a year later, without any practical knowledge 
of the work required in the position, was appointed Super- 
intendent. Four years later, while still occupying this 
position, he married Miss Eva Guillaudeu, and about a 
year later entered Stevens Institute and took a full course. 
He was 30 years of age when he graduated, and was still 
Superintendent of the gas company. After graduating he 
became Chief Engineer of the Pintsch Gas Co., the first 
American to hold that position, those holding that position 
before him being from Europe, and three years later was 
appointed General Superintendent of the United Gas Im- 
provement Co., of Philadelphia. He held this position for 
10 years, and in 1895 entered into partnership with A. G. 
Glasgow, forming the firm of Humphreys & Glasgow, 
Gas Engineers. Mr. Humphreys is a member of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers and of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers.

ENGINEERS’ CLUB OF ST. LOUIS.—At the meeting 
of June 4 Mr. R. H. Tait read a paper on ‘‘Mechanical 


Refrigeration.’" The paper traced out the history of the 
art, and gave some facts on present-day commercial 
working, costs, ete. It then referred to central station 


refrigeration supply; the first pipe-line was laid in 
Denver, Colo., in 1800, and the secdnd in St. Louis, Mo 
in 1900. The latter system now comprises about 12,000 
ft. of mains and 5,000 ft. of laterals, and will soon be 
nearly doubled by extensions. The service supplied at 
St. Louis ranges from a single beer faucet in a saloon 
to large cooling chambers in packing houses. The dis 
cussion on the paper was participated in by Messrs 
Klauder, Humphrey, Ashton, Trepp, Bary, Russell and 
others.—Secy., D. W. Roper 

WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—At the meet 
ing on June 4 it was announced that the Board of 
Direction had decided to set apart one meeting for a di 
cussion on the proposed bill on the metric system, now 
before Congress, and on the general question of the ade 
visability or otherwise of enacting such a bill. After this 
meeting the question of the society’s lending its support 
to the bill will be submitted to letter ballot. 

A paper on Designing of Chicago Sewers’ was 
read by Mr. C, D. Hill, in which he compared the actual 
capacities of various sewers, with the results obtained 
by the use of different run-off formulas, showing also 
which of these sewers are of adequate and which are of 
inadequate capacity. Mr. John W. Alvord discussed th« 
relation of run-off formulas to topographical and other 
local conditions, and also pointed out certain examples of 
political influence upon the sewerage system. Mr 
Benezette Williams referred to the practice followed in 
the design of certain parts of the sewerage system of 
Chicago. Mr. E, E. R. Tratman (Assoc. Ed. Engineering 
News) pointed out that too much reliance must not bé 
placed upon formulas, nor formulas used without a 
proper understanding of the principles upon which they 
are based, and the relation of these principles to local 
conditions. 


INTERNATIONAL TRAMWAYS (STREET RAILWAY)
